3T The New York Commercial Advertiser 
this intelligence will satisfy some of i?s 
contemporaries, who have soon in this Mexican 
intervention only the prelude to the subjugation 
of that Republic and the imposition cf monarchi- 
cal rule upon &u unwilling people, that they have 
been wasting an immense amount of ammuni- 
tion in their inccsiant fire of denunciation upon 
the allies. This convention of Solodad, prepared 
and signed by all the commissioners and repre- 
sentatives of the allied powers, sets cut with tho 
acknowledgment or admission that the present 
constitutional government of Mexico does not 
need the aid which the allies have offered it, but 
has within itself tbe elements of pywer and pub- 
lic opinion necessary to maintain itself against 
any Internal revolt. This is followed by the re- 
petition of the solemn averment that the allies 
propose nothing against the independence, sove- 
reignty, or integrity of the Mexican Republic. 
Arid when this convention is ratified by President 
Juarez, the fore* of tbe English and a p nr I ion of 
those of Spain immediately retired from the scene. 
This ends the idei of a foreign monarch to be es- 
tablished on tbe Mexican throne, and justifies the 
Commercial Advertiser, which has almost exclu- 
sively, and we believe entirely so, maintained 
that no such purpose was seriously entertained 
by the allied powers. The proceedings of the 
allies will therefore now be confined to that 
which, the Times justly Eays, “Ihey have an 
ur questionable right to execute,” namely, the 
collection of certain arrears cf intorost on tho Na- 
tional debt, with expenses. Alarmists, who have 
seon in this very juitifiable proceeding a violation 
of the Monroe doctrine and the conversion of a 
distracted republic jnto a monarchy or despotism, 
who have treated as idle words the most solemn 
national avowals that no such purpose wa9 enter- 
tmed or would be permitted, acd wero for draw- 
ing the sword against three great Powers of 
Europe on the slanderous hypothesis lhat they 
were bypocritos and falsitiors, must turn clse- 
whero f^r sensation articles for tbe delectation of 
the public. What is especially gratifying in this 
whole matter is that the Commissioners bear tes- 
timony to a state of things existing in Mexico 
which has been unknown for years, and we can 
only ardently hope that our sister republic — its 
President and people moving hand-in-hand — will 
exert the moral power she profosaes to bring 
about tbe reign of good order and the return of 
national prosperity. ■*

The Kingdom of Italy. — The Philadelphia 
Press says this country and England were the 
first to acknowledge Victor Emmanuel as King 
of Italy. France did it lator, and with a reluc- 
tance which nearly deprived the action of all 
grcce and merit. Sweden, Portugal, Sai'zer- 
land, and several other sovereign State?, havo 
al*o accepted the Kingdom of Italy ea ud estab- 
lished and independent power. As yet, how- 
ever, Austria, Russia, and Prussia have held 
back. That Austria, with tlia expectation of an 
attack on Venelis, and the recollection of haviog 
lost tbe whole of Lombardy, should be slow in 
acknowledging Victor Emmanuel as King of 
Italy, is not by any moans surprising. Austria 
has apparently forgiven the complicity of France 
in the Italian war of 1859, but it cannot b) ex- 
pected to extend similar amnesty to Victor Em- 
manuel, who has profiled to largely by that war. 
Besides, Austria is eminently a Catholic power, 
having strong sympathy with the Pop©, whose 
antagonist is the same who dot <chcd Lombardy 
from the Imperial domain. Prussia, it now is 
certain, has resolved upon immediately recog- 
nizing the Kingdom of Italy, aud u alleged 
to have solicited Kassia to do ths re me. The 
Liberal party in the Prussian parliament bar 
strongly urged the propriety and policy of 
Ibis measure. We find it stated, as by 

authority, that “the eudoavor cf the Aus- 
trian Government to obtain a very questionable 
change of the Federal Constitution, hostile to 
Prussia and to progresp, has had still greater 
weight. Jealous of the ad vanes made by the 
North German Power towards u consolidation cf 
the national army, fnince, and fortigu diploma- 
cy under a central adminislralior, her rival 
cought to turn tbe proposed movement to her own 
purposes, by extending the ‘reform’ to other 
kinds cf csntral zation, involving tbe non Ger- 
man provinces in wLich Austria is so rich, and 
virtually obtaining a German guarantee for the 
tenure of these alien pxses iocs. The Vienna 
Cabinet was thu9 employing the antagonism ba- 
tween the Southern or more Absolutist govern- 
ments of the Fatherland and the Const ituticnal 
North, to strengthen her position in Italy, and 
erpccially in Venetia. By a decisive stroke, Prus- 
fii has frustrate! tho mar coavre. " Prussia, 
which eminently do* ires to secure to herself the 
authority in Germany hitherto conceded to Aus- 
tria, and really is head of tbe Protestant Confed- 
eracy in Germany, has seen, at last, that, by not 
acknowledging the Kingdom of Italy, she was 
p'ayirg Aujtria’s game. Pursuing tbe wiser ar d 
more liberal course, she will, by acknowledging 
Victor Emmanuel, do more to weaken Austria, by 
isolating her, than by winning a campaign. 

The Investor of Street Railroads. — It 
appears that before a passenger railroad was in 
working existence in this country, and long be- 
fore the introduction of tracks into cities bad been 
sariously contemplated by any railroad companj*, 
Mr. James Slimps .n conceived tho simplest and 
mest practicable form of the whole system of 
street railroads, and that which is now in general 
use. Mr. Stimp3on made bis inventions in 18i8, 
when he was a resident of New York city, and 
lived on the corner of Charlton and Macdougal 
stroe 8. In 1829 he removed to Baltimore, and 
carried with him a model of a street, with the 
grooved rails shown aleng it, and the identical 
short curve, wilh the flu rails to rec ive the 
llangea and increase the diameter of the outer 
wheels whilst turning the corners, lhare was 
also a Turning platform” on ths same model, and 
a ‘seif acting switch.” We undirstacd there b 
a copy of tLb model now in tbe Patent Office, re- 
stored after the fire. In 1831 he obtained two 
patents, dated 231 of August, 1831, one of them 
for a “new and useful improvement in the mode 
of turning short curves upon railroad/ ;” tho 
ether for the “mode of forming and using cist or 
wrought iron plates or rails for railroad tracks in 
cities and elsewhere ” Subsequently the Harlem 
eompany paid him for the right to use these 
paten's. Thi? Mr. Sampson also iuvectcd a 
pover loom, wLich wai S6nt to Ktrsia in 1817, by 
order cf tbe Russian Minister, and a great num- 
ber of other inventions.

Church Crushed uy Snow. — The Congrcga- 
tionalist Chapel in Fishervil’o, N. II , was ciuffied 
and entirely ruined by the snow upon it on last 
Thursday wetk. As it fell, one man was stand- 
ing i » the door, and a dozen cr more were con- 
gregitel upon tbe step3 in front, but very fortu- 
n itely no one was killed. Mr. R. H. Gibson was 
buried beneath the ruins, but not fatally injured. 
The edifice was eroded in 1819. For the past 
year it has been used for levees and lectures. 

Incendiarism — The Henderron Mail says the 
barn of Mr. A. G. Crutchfield, in tin lover part 
of the county, was destroyed by fire on the night 
of the 26th ult. The barn contained a large 
quantity of wheat, a lot of hay, a buggy, and 
some farming utensils. Mr. Crutchfield’s loss 
amounts to about $3 000. The fire was evidently 
the work of an incendiary, as it occurred about 
midnight.

Messrs. Editors: By this caption I do not 
mean that our hospitals are not cared for. so far 
as health, comfort, or the necessaries thereto are 
cor.carncd, for all w ho take the p« ins to i( quire 
or visit them often can testify to the contrary. 
No hospitals, under tbo circumstances, have bet- 
ter attention given to them than the hospitals of 
Louisville have at the present time. The surgeons 
in charge are truly self-denying, i adust rivals, 
and kind to all who know how to appre- 
ciate good treatment. Nurses, tco, are in general 
very attentive and ptrjevering. Bat what I al- 
lude to is this — that no systematic arrangement 
has been made by which a thorough and buita- 
ble supply of religious knowledge has been af- 
forded to the patients. A admit even this to have 
!);en done promi cuonsly. Tbe Now Testament 
has been pal into the hands of every soldier in 
ihe arm;; and these silent messengers are all 
that a weary and worn soldier has bad to accom- 
pany him to his sick charter, or, rather, bis 
death-chambor, where, if ho be not already too 
far waste! by disease, he would fain attempt to 
read. But, ala:! the thoughts of fume and fritnds 
far away intrude and fill his mind and soul with 
v-ceneo and sorrows too sad for any profitable con- 
templation. And thus the poor man is left a 
prey to bis own reflections and unbidden thoughts 
— k a9tranger and ia a strange land.” Perhaps 
he ii a Christian, and a.ki as many have asked, 

‘ Where are the Christiana of Louisville?’’ Aro 
there none here to offer me even a cup of cold 
water in the name of a disciple ? Ab, 
Christian men and women of Louisville, 
will you hear thi) call of your dying fellow 
men for aid — yea, for tbe “ Bread of Life and 
you remain insensible to it, or unmoved byi’? 
Or, do you need to be aroused to do this self- 
denying work? Then l ask you to vici% if 
only on a Sabbath evening, one or more of these 
sick chambers now groaning wi:h the sick and 
dying, ard, be you a Christian or a non Christian , 
you will readily bo convinced of tbe necessity of 
this Christian enterprise.

Affairs in Mexico — Tho New York papers 
have further interesting information respecting 
the present position of affairs ia Mexico. The 
indications now are that an amicable arrange- 
ment bstwoen the Mexicans and the allied Euro- 
peans will result from pending negotiation?, the 
basis of which has been agreed upon in the form 
cf the Allowing article?: 

Art. 1. Admitted that the constitutional gov- 
ernment, now ac'uilly in p>wer in the Mexican 
Republic, has manifested to the representatives of 
tho allied powers that it needs not the aid which 
they so benevolently have offered to the Mexican 
peoplo. It hiving witbia itself the eloments of 
power and public opinion necessary to maintain 
itself against any internal revolt, the allies enter 
at once upon ihe ground of treaties, to establish 
in due form all claims which they have to make 
in the name of their respective nations. 

Art. 2. For this, and declaring, as do decl ire 
the representative? of the allied nations, that 
they propose nothing against the independence, 
sovereignty, or integrity of the Mexican Repub- 
lic, negotiations will be opened at Orizaba, to 
which city will repair the representatives of the 
allied powers and two of the Ministers of the 
Republic, saving always the case that by mutual 
understanding it be decided upon to send represen- 
tative delegates by each party. 

Ait 3. During the negotiations, the forces of 
the allied powers will occupy the three towns of 
Cordova, Orizaba, and Tehuocan, and their nat- 
ural limits. 

Art. 4. That if may not even remotely bo sup- 
posed that the allies have signed these prelimin- 
aries to obtain the passing of tho fortified posi- 
tions now garrisoned by the Mexican army, it is 
stipulated that in the unfortunate event of the 
breaking off of negotiations the allied forces will 
ovacuate the towns above referred to, returning 
to occupy positioos on tbo line before these forti- 
fications on the route to Vora Cruz, assigning to 
themselves, as extreme points, that of Paso 
Ancho, on the Cordova road, and Paso de 0 - <j i?, 
on the Jalapa road. 

Art. 5. Ia tbe unfortunate event of the break- 
ing eff of the negotiations and the retirement cf 
the allied troops to the line indicated in tho pre- 
ceding article, tho hospitals that the allies may 
have had shall remain under the prot'c.ion of tbe 
Mexican nation. 

Art. 6. On the day that the &! ied troops com- 
mence their inarch tasKcupv tbe places desig- 
nated in tbe third article, the Mexican fl tg shall 
be hoisted in the city of Vera Cruz an! on iho 
Cattle of San Juan da Ulloa. La Soled ad, Feb. 
19, 1862.

In- 
deed, so amicable were the feeling? between tho 
Allies and the Mexican govermr.e it, that a re- 
quest from the latter that the Mexican employees 
should he replaced in the custom bouse 6t Vera 
Cr/.z was about to bj complied with. 

[Extracts from Southern piper*.] 

The Situation in Tennessee. — Under this 
head the Richmond Examiner has somethiog to 
say of the manner in which a “new line of de- 
fence” is about to be taken up ia Tonnossee, as 
well as in Virginia. New lines of defence reem 
to be fas hionable just r.o v with Southern Gene- 
ral?: 

“We published yeslorJay a brief s atoment of 
the position of our forces in Tennessee. It will 
be seen from this statement that it will now be- 
come necessary for Gon. Johnston to reorgarize 
a line of dcfonce, the line extending fro n Co- 
lnmbu] by way of Forts Henry and Done!«m 
having been lost. Tho new line of defence mu 3 t 
be organized south cf Nashville, and it is under- 
stood that i's principal object now will be the 
protection of the Memphis and Charleston Rail- 
road — Chattanooga on the right, and Corinth, 
Grand Junction, and Memphis on the left, aro 
suggested ns bases of such a line. Covering the.e 
positions, even if the enemy shcuidcutoft' rail- 
road connection with Virginia at or beyond Knox- 
ville, the Coe federate forces in Tennessee would 
still command tfce railroad system of thi South- 
west, connecting through the Caro!inas with Vir 
giniu, and would, moreover, have the benefit of 
the Mibsijsippi river.” 

limning Away. — Tho fundne?3 for the “last 
di'cb.” on which the Richmond editors an>1 their 
friend?, Davis & Co., counted so confidently, 
soems to be giving cut. The “draft,” which 
moans in the Southern States, just now, the for- 
cible impressment cf citizens iuto the army, ia 
avoided with the utmost care by all who can 
escape. 

“We learn that the enrolments Lr the draft 
have been complete! in this city, and that less 
than two thousand names have been enrolled, 
whereas it is intelligen ly estimated that there 
are four or five thousand men in t hia city subject 
to the draft. There will be special instructions 
issued with reap'd to refractory foreigners and 
others who have refused to give in their names.” 

In another articl 3 the number of “foreigners’ 
is complained of : 

We are well aware that there aro a number of 
professed foreigners in this city, who, to elude the 
draft for military service, or in p'ospect of the 
Yankee cccupation of Richmond, are row very 
persistently claiming tbo protic ion of the British 
and oth»r Governments. We are also aware that 
tho British Consul has been issuing passports to 
British subjects to leave the Confederacy, which, 
without any permit of tha War Department, or 
any endorsement from D, hive been recognized 
by Gen. Huger, and the parties bearing thsm 
allowed to leave the Confederate jurisdiction 
under flags of truce. We trust that this practice 
of foreign passports will be promptly discontinued 
or brought under the surveillance of tha War 
Department in such a way as to require its con- 
currence; and that all piriies claiming the British 
and French protection will be subjected toa severe 
examination to determine whether they are in all 
cases foreign snbj>cts, and h ive a right to re- 
n« unce their supposed citizenship to the Southern 
Confederacy. 

The following on the same eutj?ct Is from the 
Lsesburg Washingtonian. “Golden opportuni- 
t es” soam to go a bagging there : 

Oj Monday next tho golden opportunity for 
volunteering will cease; after that, all who have 
not. enlisted will be liable to be drafted. The 
presant call (to tbis po it) of the iniiitia is but tem- 
porary; in the meantime all can volunteer and 
save their bounty of fif.y dullard and avoid the 
draft, and after their temporary service here shall 
expire they will beat liberty to join tho companies 
in which they huve enlisted. 

.4n Election .— The Washingtonian gives no- 
tice of a Virginia election J»y which it is hoped to 
put an end to universal suffrage : 

On Thursday next the people will be called up- 
on to vote for the adoption or rejection of the new 
Constitution, and also to decide whether the right 
of suffrage sball be universal, or whether it shall 
be exercised by those only who pav their taxes. 
The polls will remain open for three days. 

— The Richmond Ex- 
aminer says: “General J. E. Johnston has pub- 
lished a very severe bu: admirable general order 
in relation to tho conduct of our troops in battle. 
Bsfore going iuto battle every Captain will call 
the roll ut' his company, aud, after coming oat of 
action, wiil again call the roll, and every man 
missing, who is not dead, wounded, or absent on 
leave, will be c.urt-m irti iled f*r coward 'ce. 
Carrying tho wounded from the field in the midst 
of au action n also prohibited, and every man 
going to the rear on any pretence whatever will 
be shot by the file officers.”

Captain Moore, which left Havana on the 1 rt 
instant, ha* arrived at a Southern port in safety. 
She has brought a valuable cargo of dry gcoas, 
medicines, soap, candles, and numerous articles 
which will be very useful at tbe present time, 
fehe saw no Lincoln cruisers on the passage.”

Those thrown npon the 
land, a diatarc i of about three milef, fired a large 
canebrake, wbicb bnrnt with great fury, and was 
still oa fire upon the Saxon’s return, five days 
later. One of the sbelD exploded in the air, jet- 
ting a thousand stream? of fire ia all directions, 
and illuminating tho fky and ccaan with a novel 
and brilliant light. Tho officer who managed the 
experiments says tbit tho effects of the great 
sheets of fl imo suddsalv bursting out of darkness 
was indescribably magnificent. It ia no recret ia 
Seeds'Ll that, thi) “avenging fire” will soon be 
in tbeir midst.

Hamner’e livery s'ghle by the 10th of December 
next, where a mustering officer will be present 
and inspect them.

It was thought, upwards of twenty years 
ago, to be a scandal and an outrage on civili- 
zation that a proposition should bo made by 
one of our Generals to employ dogs for track- 
ing out the Indians in the everglades of Flor 
ida, and so loud and general was the outcry 
against the extraordinary suggestion, that the 
officer felt himself constrained to explain to the 
nation that his plan was to muzzle the dogs, 
so that they should not bo able to tear and 
rend the red fugitives they might track. But 
these rebel ruffians at Camp Crinfort in Ten- 
nessee, who advertise through one of the main 
organs of tho rebellion for bloodhounds and 
bloodhound-trainers to hunt tho loyal meu of 
East Tennessee, have no other thought than 
to leave tho jaws of their hell-dogs free to do 
the horrid work of laceration and strangula- 
tion. What no man dared to attempt against 
reiuorseloss savages in the Florida war, the 
re‘>ol leaders are doing, before tho eyes of all 
the world, against their loyal fellow-citizens, 
and there is not a rebel paper or man in the 
wholo rebel Confederacy to raise tho cry of 
shamo at that or any other atrocity. Either 
devils hare assumed the shapes of men, or men 
have assumed the souls of devils. 

What a comment is the publication in the 
Nashville-Louisvillo Courier upon the hoast 
of Jeff. Davis, in his inaugural address, in 
regard to the conduct of the war on the part 
of himself and his rebels ! 



Proposed Tax on Tobacco. — The Legis- 
lature of Kentucky has passed joint resolu- 
tions which declare that this tax, as proposed by 
the bill now pending in Congross, is greatly 
disproportionate to the tax on other property 
and ought to bo reduced, and that owing to the 
great difference in the value of different qual- 
ities and grades of tobacco, the tax on it 
ought to be ad valorem and not specific. In 
some comments which we made last week on 
the subject of this tax wc took the ground 
substantially that a tax, of five cents upon 
manufactured tobacco, and of three cents up- 
on strips, leaving leaf untaxed, would, in 
oui o|.iuioD, produce a sufficient revenue 
as the quota of one staple of our State 
toward the support of tho Government and 
tho payment of the interest on its pub 
lie debt. We thought then, and mature reflec- 
tion has confirmed us in the opinion, that leaf 
tobacco ought not to be taxed. The manu- 
factures of the weed are proper subjects of 
taxation, but the rule of statesmanship which 
applies to the imposition of taxes is that they 
should fall cn articles prepared for consump- 
tion and not on their production, for a differ- 
ent policy would most assuredly act as a dis- 
couragement to the creation of the wealth of 
the nation. The Congressional tax bill very 
wisely exempts from taxation all producers of 
tobacco to an extent less than six hundred 
dollars in value. This is a saving clause to 
many small agriculturists who keep their to- 
bacco patches as the means whereby to obtain 
a few of the necessaries of life which they can- 
not grow. The necessities of the nation aro 
such that every superfluity ot life must be 
taxed, and we therefore felt apprehensive that 
wo could not induce Congress to withhold an 
imposition of some sort on leaf tobacco when 
prepared for use, by tho process of stripping. 
It seems, however, to be the opinion of those 
who have dealt in tobacco for many years, that 
a tax on strips would prove detrimental to the 
Federal treasury by defeating the very object 
of the tax bill. The estimate of the number 
of hogsheads of tobacco grown in the United 
States for tho year 18G1, is two hundred thou- 
sand, and of these it is estimated that five 
thousand hogsheads will be stripped that is 
separated from the stem and other trash, so 
that the cost of land transportation and ocean 
freight may be saved to that extent. It would 
obvi usly be impolitic to let one hundred 
and ninety-five thousand hogsheads of leaf 
pass untaxed and impose the whole burden 
upon the five thousand hogsheads of strips. 
The stripping process is confined almost en- 
tirely to lower Kentucky, and a well-advised 
friend informs us that our first suggostion, if 
carried out, would make the dealers in Owens- 
boro’, Henderson, and that region pay all the 
tax proposed on the leaf tobacco grown in tue 
U nited States, for ho asserts there will not be 
one thousand hogsheads of strips put up out- 
that locality in the West this season, 
and next season there would not be a hogs- 
head stripped, so that tho suggestod tax of 
three cents would be wholly inoperative. 

This view of the case may be enforced by 
other facts. There are some dozen houses in 
Southwestern Kentucky engaged in this trade, 
all of whom have already purchased from the 
planters fully four-fifths of last year’s crop at 
very high prices, and it is now mostly stemmed 
and made into strips, so that it would take 
from twenty to thirty- five thousand dollars to 
pay the tax of each house this season at three 
cents a pound, which would cut off all chance 
for any remuneration on work performed and 
give room for ruinous loss to each house. 
These strips made in our state are shippod 
direct to London or Liverpool by way of New 
York, or by Now Orleans when that route is 
open, and sold by agents to the manufacturers 
in England, where they come in compeiition 
with the growth of about twenty other tobacco 
regions, which are used as substitutes for our 
strips; and if a tax of ten cents instead 
of three should be placed on the strips 
in this country, it would not effect the 
English mirket one farthing, unless it 
■should have a tendency to cut off the sup- 
ply and reduce the Blocks now in that coun- 
try. Every man who has studied the first 
principles of political economy recognizes us 
an axiom that the supply and demand regulate 
the prices of all articles in all markets, and 
an inspection cf a Loudon tobacco circular 
will show tho ( number of substitutes that our 
strips have to enter into competition and con- 
end with, the use of which increases as stripe 
dvance in price. When strips are selling in 
’ngland at from four to six pence, their man- 
‘fac'.urers buy fully three timos the quantity 



that they do when they are selling at from nine 
to twelve pence. Thus it is evident that 
consumption of our strips decreases as the price 
advances and the manufactures fall back on 
substitutes grown in competing regions. 

lYo have said that leaf tobacco cannot )tand 
a specific tax on account of its different quali- 
ties and grades. The average price of tobacco 
in Kentucky for the past twenty years will not 
exceed four dollars per hundred on all grades, 
and this is about as low as it can be produced, 
though in some seasons the planter does not 
get an averago of even threo dollars, and as it 
is a losing business at these prices, of course, 
he cannot pay a tax of three cents. We do 
not Bee, either, how a tax can be placed on the 
present crop, grown in 1861, with any equality 
or justice, as it will all pass out of the hands 
of the planters before the first of May, 
when the revenue bill is to go into operation, 
and will be held by a few stemmers and man ■ 
ufacturcrs. Without stopping to discuss the 
policy of such a tax in reference to prospec- 
tive crops, it would be manifestly unjust to 
make the few, into whose hands the forthcom- 
ing crop has fallen, pay the whole tax of the 
country when there is no possible chance for 
them to get it back, and when, too, the tax on 
the raw material does not preclude additional 
taxation on its manufactures. 

All the remarks upon thi3 subject made by 
members of the Legislature, pending the dis- 
cussion of the resolutions to which we have re- 
ferred, and all the conversations we have held 
with planters and dealers, accumulate the ev- 
idence to convince us that tobacco cannot be 
grown and pay a tax of throe cents a pound, 
and that if the bill passes in its present shape, 
it will force our agriculturists to turn their 
attention to some other staple. It must have 
the effect to stop the cultivation of tho weed 
to a vast extent, and perhaps altogether in 
thoso portions of our state where the coun- 
try is comparatively dcw, with small farms 
But as Kentucky, through her Legislature 
and by tho loyal sentiment of her people, 
has resolved to assume her just proportion 
of the national debt and tho expenses neces- 
sary to prosecute the war against rebellion to 
a successful end, she is ready to make any 
and every sacrifice which will not involve 
the total prostration of one of her m 06 t im- 
portant staples. This can be avoided by im 
posing a tax on the value of the tobacco crop, 
say one to two or even ten per cent., and then 
the planter who has a poor crop and gets a 
low price will pay in proportion to the more 
fortunate one who has a prime crop and ob- 
tains tip top figures for his yield. With all 
respect we commend these considerations to 
the Committee of Ways and Means, and ask 
them so to perfect their bill before it becomes 
a law, that Kentucky may contribute her quota 
to the support of the Government without hav- 
ing the cultivation of her most important crop 
irremediably broken up and rendered valueless. 

Henry C. Burnett in Disgrace — The 
rebel leaders are faint of heart and fleet of 
foot. Billow and F’loyd and Johnston have 
encountered a storm of indignation from their 
deluded followers; and warm sympathizers 
with secession in the First Congressional Dis- 
trict, living not far from Cadiz, Trigg county, 
which is Burnett's town, charge him with the 
basest cowardice, which they say he has shown 
most shamefully since he was chosen Colonel 
of a regiment. His own soldiors do not scru 
pie to declare that he is destitute of pluck 
and shows tho white feather ou all occasion 
of danger. Thoso who have seen him very 
recently assert that he has become of late a 
miserable sot, and is drunk daily from morn- 
ing till night. We suspected long ago that 
this was Burnett’s real character, when he was 
blustering so loudly in Washington after hav- 
ing taken the precaution to obtain promises 
of protection from the Union Congressmen 
of Kentucky, and swindled an old friend by 
inducing him to advance his pay though he 
knew it would be forfeited by bis contemplated 
act of treachery when carried out. The wretch 
returned heme and repaid tho men, who had 
shielded him from punishment most unwisely 
as wc think, by inventing and circulating the 
blackest slanders against them. He was es 
pecially vindictive against the gallant James 
S. Jackson, to whom ho had professed the 
warmest friendship, lie has broken up some 
of the best citizens in his county by swiudlm, 
them in business matters. Of course this vul- 
gar wretch is a pitiful coward, with less pluck 
than a bleating bull calf. The sight ol a gun 
would throw him into an ague terror. He has 
all the elements of a rebel leader, for he is an 
ingrate, a eof, a bully, a swindler, and a cow- 
ard.' 

iHT The fsllowiog paragraph is from a letter 
written on board a steamer upon the Cumberland 
river to the Cincinnati Gazette : 

Gen. Halleck’s Order to exclude fugitive slaves 
from our lh.es, as the reader is doubtless aware, 
has been lately reiterated. To the credit of our 
soldiers recently at Fort Donelson, however, be 
it said that no attention seemed to be paid to the 
order. They had a little higher law among them- 
selve*, and ac'ed upon it. Nine contrabands in 
one drove came in while I was there; and scarce- 
ly a day passed without the arrival of one or 
more, who experienc'd no difficulty in getting 
through the lines. 1 hope that the same disre- 
gard of it prevails in other divisions, as well as 
in Con. Buell's department, for. if 1 am not mis- 
taken, it is Bought to be practically enforced, 
though not publicly annoutesd, ia his also. The 
edict of no General binds any man to recognize 
such a rule, and the soldier's sense of justice is 
too strong to allow him to bs made the instru- 
ment of its execution. 

Here is a person, who, travelling in a Gov- 
ernment stoamer no doubt at Government ex- 
pense, and employed to furnish letters in re- 
gard to the movements of our armies and all 
tho events of the war, is trying to enco urage 
the subordinate military officers and the pri- 
vates in the service to violate and sot at defi- 
ance the regular orders of their military su- 
periors. It is an offence that deserves pun- 
ishment. The man who encourages and ad- 
vises insubordination and disobedience in the 
army should, if ho can be identified, bo un- 
ceremoniously driven from any and every mili- 
tary post that he shall dare to approach. Un- 
questionably the order of Gen. Uallcck has 
the full approbation of the President and tho 
Secretary of War, and unquestionably the 
policy indicated in it will be enforced.

«T»y a recent decision of the War Depart- 
ment Maj. W. N. Hailraan,of the Sixth Kentucky 
Infantry, Col. Whitaker, has been relieved, and 
Dr. J. U. i’irtle, of this city, has boon assigoed 
to the Majority in that regiment. Without ref- 
erence to Dr. Pirtle's claims, which are no doubt 
satisfactory, we are clearly of opinion, that great 
unintentional wrong has been doDo Mtj. Hail- 
man. With a zeal and patriotism which is char- 
acteristic of the man, Maj Hiilman resigned a 
Professorship in the City High School early in 
the history of the rebellion, and devoted his en- 
ergies to the enlistment of Federal troop3 in Ken- 
tucky. He raised the number of men necescary 
to entitle him to a Majority, and was consolidated 
wilh CyU regiment. After a consoli- 

da^lr had boen consummated, a formal 

election was held, and it appeared he was 
the almost unanimous choico of the rogimont. 
He was with the rogimont from Iho time of the 
commencement of its formation to its triumphal 
entry into Nashville. In tho absence of Colonel 
Whitaker, on account of the Colonel's illness, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Cotton and Major Hailman 
were really in command of the regiment, and to 
Major U. s enlightened judgment, pcienlific ac- 
quirement s, and military s'till the State is indebt- 
ed in a great measure for the present efficiency of 
tho command. A remark was imda yeslerdiy in 
our hearing, in reforcnce to this regiment., which 
will not hold good in reference to any other regi- 
ment that has been in the service as long as tho 
Sixth, but it ia true, that, since the regiment went 
into active service, it has lost by death more < ffi- 
c»rs than meD,threeoflicors only having died with- 
in that time. 

We are aware that a regulation exists whortby 
tho War Department reaervej the right to ap- 
prove or disapprove of the choice of regiments in 
their selections of field officers, but it appears un- 
fortunate, if not inexplicable, that Maj. Hailman 
should be selected as the victim upon which such 
light is to be exercised in the face of the fact 
that there are scores upon scores of field officers 
in the service who are utterly incompetent far the 
positions which they are pretending to fill. It is 
not urged that Maj. H is in tbo least particular 
incompetent, or inefficient, or offensive to tho 
regiment. On the contrary, hri superiors boast 
of his capacity, and he is the especial admiration 
of the brave mea of The regiment. On the 10th 
of March, however, while at Nashville, devoting 
bis precious time and great abilities to tho promo- 
tion of the efficiency of the regiment, an order 
announcing his suspension was sent from Gen. 
Buell’s headquarters — the order having been in 
General Buell’s possession a month or more — 
containing tbo assurance that, as his election bad 
nevGr been recognized by the department, be had 
never been in the service of the Government! 
Mai. Hailman at once repaired to Frankfort, and. 
submitting hi3 cace to the Military Board, that 
Board proposed to reinstate him* as Dr. Pirlle 
had resigned (he position — an offer which was 
made in good faith by a member of the Board, 
but which Maj r Hailman as a gentlemen and 
true soldier, could not accept. Without intention, 
either on the part of the War Department cr of 
Dr. Pirlle and his friends, Major Hailman is the 
subject of a grievous wrong, which the theory cf 
the ingratitude of republics can hardly excuse. 

Death ok Alex. Casseday. — A private de- 
spatch was received in our city last evening, 
stating that Alexander Cssiodaydisd yesterday 
morning at Camp Chase, Columbus, Ohio. H,e 
was acting Adjutant, and on the staff of Buckner 
at Fort Dunelson, where he was taken prisoner. 
Before this unhappy rebellion broke out, Mr. 
Casseday was a general favorite with all who 
knew him. With the glow of youthful ardor he 
associated himself with the State Guard, fell 
under the serpent temptations cf Buckner, and 
becoming false to his loyalty, left' bis home and 
friends to join that bold, bad effort to come back 
in force to take our city. Naturally delicate in 
hii organization, camp life was not the sphere 
for him, and be contracted duease from exposure, 
to the effects of which he has fallen a victim. 
His friends in this city wero advised by Governor 
Tod of his illness, but had not time to reach Co- 
Iambus beforo his death, and so ho died among 
trangers, and not as the friends of his boyhood 
an^^Qfis manhoed cor.ld have wished. The hand 
cf thoso frieedt might deal tenderly when penning 
the epitaph of Alexander Casseday, bnt stern jus- 
tice would compel the journalist to hold up his sad 
example to the world in the hope that it may de- 
ter others from following his misguided career.

TALKING THL MATTER OVER. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal': 

New York, March, 1862. 

Grutlemeu: If the people of the South knew 
how utterly detestable negro radicalism had be- 
come amoog us, they would at least be satisfied 
that the institution of slavery ba?, on the whole 
earth, with the men of the North its only show 
of protection. But yet, after all, practically, 
abolitionism has been a harmless mania. The 
crisis of its power was its merger into party Re- 
publicanism, by whose leaders it was, at most, 
demagogically used in a desperate political ser- 
vice, with no worso designs than to obtain a par 
ty triumph for the lead of a politician educated 
in the square old Whig school, and whose Chica- 
go sins have been, up to this moment of my 
writing, atoned for in every ooe of his acts, from 
his inaugural down to the appiiatment of the 
present head of the War Department. 

Will not the people cf the South calmly and 
intelligently remember the remarkable condition 
of thiDgs which led to the election of Mr. Lin- 
coln? — a President who has favorably disappoint- 
ed both you and me, and agaiust whose success 
the Journal aod its allies wielded (the then con- 
dition of parties considered) a most as'onisbing 
influence. 

The Whig party had cca3ed to exist at that 
lime; th9 Democrats committed suicide, leaving 
beLind them the most stupid aa well as the most 
traitorous of records — the one wing represeuted 
io ob3tquy by that flit absurdity, that audacious 
nonsense, called Squatter Sovereignty; the other, 
by the pestilent demon of secession. Mr. Buchan- 
an had offended the nostrils of all Northern men 
by bold and open participation in the plots of 
those then conspirators who have since made 
themselves infamous, and loaded their confiding 
constituencies with evils inexpressible. '1 hero- 
fore it wa3 that the whole North was forced to 
the alternative of permitting the House of Repre- 
sentatives to attempt an election which might 
very easily have resulted in a perpetuation of the 
Buchanan dynasty in the person of Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, tLen vice-president of a Senate a large 
majority of whose votes would have been cast for 
him had the contest gone there from what was a 
tied House of Repreientatives. Ia fact, it may 
be stated as an ubdeniable proposition, that dread 
of Stcessia in the person of a President who might 
use the power of the Government to lay the founda- 
tion for its permanent dis7>iemberment } had far 
more to do with the success of Mr. Lincoln than 
had any pojtular sympathy with the Chicago plat- 
form. As to abolitionism, its only power then 
was to alarm the South through fits allies, who 
now discard and despise ii; and for this reason it 
was that this writer (however feebly) zealously 
followed the Conservative lead of the command- 
ing and patriotic Louisville Journal. For, could 
we have seen, here in the North, that the con- 
serrat ivos of the South would have gone so far to 
trust us as to have given a unanimous vote for 
Bell and Everett, undoubtedly we should have 
maintained the Union electors; and so have done 
then that which the whole loyalty of the country 
is praying and toiling and bleeding to accom- 
plish now. The North was, however, fearful that 
the nation itself was in danger; and so supported 
Mr. Lincoln in peace for just tho very same rea- 
son that now they support him in war. 

The sections, long deceived by politicians, are 
beginning, it is hoped, to understand each other. 
When a full and calm comparison of notos shall 
be had it will be seen that tho loyal North (im- 
mensely its majority) despise and hate the aboli- 
tionists, just as the largo maj ority of the Southern 
men despise and hate those who, for no other 
cauf?o than to rule or ruin, would destroy our be- 
loved Union and constitution, to which we owe 
all our prosperity at home and renown abroad. 
The loyal North, to day, would trample an abo- 
lition banDer in the dust with the same ir dona- 
tion as the}' would rend the flag of tho revolted 
States. They hate both those fiends as accursed 
traitors to the c institut ion. Our sympathies for 
or against t- la very have nothing whatever to do 
wilh the matter. As it was one year ago so it is 
with us now— The Union, the constitution, and 
the enforcement of the laws.* We ask for obedi- 
ence to the laws as a preliminary to any and all 
terms of accommodation. 

And yet — who does not see it? — we havo not 
gone so fir but I he South, by simply assuming 
its loyalty lo the most loving, forbearing, and 
benoficent of governments, could rise up in the 
Republic on t be viry highest pedestal of moral 
graLdeur, and assert a commanding claim on the 
magnanimity and chivalrv of the country for 
such a settlement of tbo slave question as shall 
be due to the sad arts by which — greatly through 
the wicked machinery of corrupt, and reckless 
party polities — their sensitive masses have been 
duped into this suicidal and unreasonable rebel- 
lion. May God Almighty do’ga soon to open the 
eyes of our passion- blind countrymen — and soon, 
louder than the oymbal of the Judean maiden, 
may we bear our old national airs from shore to 
short!

Killed and Wounded im the War ok 1812. 
From au article in tha New York Historical Col- 
lections, prepared by William Joey, Ejq , mostly 
from official sources, it eppears the whole number 
of Americans kid.d and wounded duiiag the war 
of 1812, extending from June 1812 to March 
1815, was 7,738; of iheso, 2,816 were of the number 
killed; this includes both the naval and land forces. 
The largest number in the naval forces was at 
the engagement between the Chesapeake and 
Shannon, where the number of Americans killed 
and wounded was 145, and the British 8o. At the 
battle of New Orleans there was 52 Americans 
and 2,074 British killed and wounded. The Ame- 
ricans appear to have suffered most at the battle 
of Bridgewater, where they had 743 killed and 
wounded, and the British 643 In the various 
skirmishes among the Indians the Americans bad 
over 1,100 killed and wounded. In tho engage- 
ment betwoon the Constitution and Java, the 
Americans 34, aud the British 161 killed and 
wounded. During the whole war tho whole num- 
ber of British killed and wounded is put down at 
i,774, of which 2,560 were among the killed.

FROM ISLAND NO. 10. 

[Correspondence of the Cincinnati Gazette. J 
On Board Gunboat Mound City, > 
Near Island No. 10, March 17. j 
At six o’clock yesterday morning the fleet was 
signaled to bo in readiness to move, and before 
seven the gunboats were in the stream. We 
dropped down to the position we occupied on Sat- 
urday. Every preparation f<>r immediate action 
was made. The Commodore s desire was to pass 
the day in testing the mortars. Eight mirtar- 
boats were towed to the river bark, within a couple 
of miles of tho upper rebel battery, and at ten 
o’clock they opened fire. 

At ten o’clock the steamboat Ohio Briie — a Cin- 
cinnati boat seized by the rebels about Dine months 
ago — appeared full in sight of us, about a mile 
and a half distant. She mounted no guns that 
we could see, but bad heavy barricades of cotton 
upon her decks. We could not tell what was her 
object in approaching us. It may have been to 
entice a pursuit, so as to gat our boats within 
range of the robel fort, or it may have boen to re- 
connoitre U3. The Benton find three shots at tier, 
but without effect. She turned around and disap- 
peared below the fortifications. 

At 9 o’clock, while the mortar-boat3 wore be- 
ing prepared for action. Commodore Foote hoisted 
a flag of truce on the Beaton, and sent an officer 
on board of a tug, with a message to the rebel 
commander, demanding tho surrender of the 
place. The tug stopped at the upper fort for 
about five minutes, then turned round and 
nteamed up to the flag- ship, without having de- 
livered any message. A quarter of an hour after 
this a rebel boat, bearing a fl ig of truce, ap- 
peared at the head of the inland. She evidently 
came up to commuoicite with the tug, but the 
disappearance of the latter caused her to return 
without accomplishing her object. Thus no par- 
ley was entered into, and no terms of surrender 
asked or offered. 

The signal to commence fi-ing was given to the 
mortars shortly before ten o’clock. They com- 
menced operations immediately. Four of them 
were directed against the upper battery, two 
against the second, and two against the camp on 
the island. '1 he firing was slow at first, and had 
bnt little effect. The gunners had not the correct 
range, and the shell? exploded in the woods miles 
to the southeast. 7’oward one o’clock t here was a 
visible improvement in the accuracy of the shoot- 
ing, and for a time it seemed that the fort must 
fall. One shell exploded within the fortifications 
and threw up an immense quantity of earth. We 
could not ascertain the amount of damage done, 
but it was apparent that it was not very small. 

At two o'clock in the afternoon the Benton drop- 
ped down within a mile and a balf of the fort and 
opened fire upon it. She fired forty- nine shots 
during the afternoon from her stern guns — 9 -inch 
Dahlgrens. She did some execution in the way 
of destroying the earthworks, but I d) not believe 
she killed any meD, or dismounted any guoe. The 
fort made three replies — two from small, short- 
raDge guns, and one from a very large rifled gun. 
The latter fell into the water a short distance be- 
low tho stern of the <1 g-ship. 

Several limes during ihe afternoon a man stood 
upon the breastworks of th3 fort aDd waved a 
white handkerchief or flag. The Commodore 
sent a messenger to inquire the meaning of this, 
and the reply was that no surrender was irtended; 
that the men in the fort were giving a signal to 
t he force on the Island. Our fire was then re- 
newed. 

At four o’clock two transport steamers dropped 
down the river to land a detachment cf artylery 
and infantry, ordered to make a laLd reconnoiss icce 
of the Islai.d. To effect a good landing the boats 
had to go within two miles of the upper battory 
on the Kentucky shore. While the troops wero 
disembarking, tho large gun tf the fort was fired, 
and a large shot, probably a 128 pound ball, 
dropped into the river not more than two hundred 
feet astern of the transports. This created quite 
a sensation among our men, and revealed an un- 
pleasant fact iu connection wilh the enemy’s 
strength. 

A battery of artillery, consisting of four brass 
howitzers, was landed on tho Missouri shore, and 
be ken about two miles across, so as to ply upon 
the lower end of the Island, to draw tho tiro of 
the rebels, in order to discover tho position of their 
batteries, ’ihe guns were of short range and 
poorly managed. The rebels made no reply until 
neardaik, when, ju3t as our men wero about to 
withdraw, they opened two batteries upon them. 

rifle hall struck one cf c ur artillerymen, cut- 
ting off his right leg alove the kneo. The object 
of tho reconncissAnce was attained. We learned 
enough by it to convince us that the gunboa’s 
cou'd not attack the uppor-shcre battery at short 
range, without exposing themselves to a terrific 
cro38-tiro from bek w. 

At half past 5 P. M., the firing ceased on both 
sides, and our fleet retired to anchor. The mo;- 
tarbeats wore left in the p*«sition they occupied 
during the day. The Mound City was assigned 
the post of honor, and actod as a cover for tho 
mortars and tram ports on the Missouri shore. 
The Benton, St. Dmis, and Cincinnati anchored 
in the stream on the Kentucky shore. The night 
was clear and phasant as tho previous on°. 
There was no consternation or alarm on any of 
the gunboats. The officers and men wont through 
their regular routine of watches and duties with 
as much unconcern as if the vessels were moored 
to the G vernment wharf boat at Cairo, instead of 
being anchored under the range of the rebel guns 
of Island No. 10. MACK. 

March 18. 

In my letter of yesterday — written early in 
the morning — I was about to say, “This day will 
itness the downfall of treason in another of its 
strongholds.” The day ba* passed, and treason s 
stronghold at Island f$o. 10 has not fallen, and 
now, on the morning of tho 18 h, afttr as careful 
reconnaissance as c?uld be made by a non-com- 
batant, 1 venture the prediction that the place 
will not be taken without a strong l*nd force to 
co operate with the guoboats. 

The fortifications oa the Island aro not the work 
of a week, perhaps not of a month. There is 
every ovidence that the ground was selected with 
view to make a desperate struggle, and that the 
works wero not erected to be abandoned on the 
approach of our forces. How many batterie; 
ih^ro are it seem3 impossible to find out. Every 
different position our fleet assumes reveals new de- 
fences. We are now confident that wo will have 
no less than fifty guns to silence — a majority of 
them very heavy caliber too. 

In company with a r. umber of army officers 1 
croesi d the mainland on the Mils mri rile, yester- 
day, a didrti.ee of about three miles, to a point 
directly opp.)site tho foot of the Inland. Wo were 
not more than three quarters of a mile distant 
from tho sou hern extreme of the rebel fortifica- 
tion By the aid of a glass we con’d see distinct- 
ly Ibe operations of the enemy. Vast numbers 
of nnuniformed men wore assom led on the shore. 

A few regiments wore on parade, marching and 
countermarching to Ihe tuoo of Dixie, dealt out 
by a sable drummer aod a scaly- looking fifer. 
What most attracted our attention was a lliating 
battery, the most formidable looking o', ject of 
defence or offence, yet presented to the Federal 
eye. Those who have visited New Orleans within 
f jw years past, will remember the Pelican Dry 
Dock upon which river steamboats were constant- 
ly baing repaired. Tho battorv 1 allude to is 
mounted upon this dock, which is not leas than 
two hundred feet in length. The guns are about 
six feet above the wator. In the center of the 
battery there is a large iron apartment, shaped 
like one of our gUDbcats, covered with heavy iron, 
and designed for a protection to the men. 1 think 
it mounts ten puns, certainly not less than eigh*, 
and none of them smaller than 32 pounders. 1 
might mention, en passant , that while we were 
scauniog the enemy ’s ranks, we saw a great siik ke, 
heard a loud noise followed by an atmosphric 
whizz” which we interpreted as an earnest ad- 
monition for us to stay rot upon the order of our 
going, but go at once; and almost simultaneously 
with this, we faw the earth fly in miscellaneous 
directions. 

At nine o’clock yesterday morning tho Mound 
City was ordered to onen fire on the upper fort. 
She was moored to the shore about a mile and a 
balf dis'ant. Tho current was so strong that it 
was imp srible for her to keep her bow toward the 
enemy without drifting too far down the stream. 
She opened a bri-k fire and kept the men from 
manning their guns for a couple of hours. At 
eleven o’clock tho mortars commenced operations. 
Their lire was not very accurately direcUd, and 
they did but little execution. Occasionally on© of 
the shells burst inside the fortifications, and threw 
up the earth to an extent that must have made 
General Polk feel uncomfortable. 

At twelve o’clock the gunboats St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, and Benton were lashed abreast, and thus 
converted into a very formidable floating battery, 
presenting ten guns to tho enemy, two of them 
Dahlgrens, 9 inch They dr< pped down the stream, 
and maintained a position in range of the Mound 
City. Tbev opened fire at two o’clock. 

The rebels made no reply to our shots until throe 
o’clock, when they opened live batteries upon us. 
Their shots for about an hour were very wild iu 
range. They dropped as much as a mile from our 
vessels. By four o’clock it was evident that they 
had improved by pracrice. Their fire began to 
wake us up a litile. Two shots struck the Ben- 
ton ar.d went through tbede:k«. O.ie of them — a 
sixty-feur pounder — in&do a rebound from the 
gun deck and landed in a writiog-deek belonging 
to the Commodore. The St. Louis was struck 
once, and the Cincinnati once; neither were dam - 
aged to any extent. The rebels ceased tiring at 
five o’clock. Our fleet continued to pour its iron 
hail into their fort until dark. 

During the enrire day tho robels displayed 
great determination to hold out to tho last. At 
half past one o’clock their flig was cut down by a 
shot from the Mound City. In the midst of the 
heaviest canonnading, they planted it on its fir- 
mer site ; and, that wo might take notice of the 
fact, one of their soldiers waved it with bis baud 
for a quarter of an hour. 

It ia impossible for us to tell wbat amount of 
execution was dor.e to the rebel fort yesterday. I 
am confident that we dismounted to gun c ; but I 
believe we killed a number of thoir men, because 
at intervals we could see men carried out of tho 
fort on hospital cots. 

During last Dight they removed thoir tents 
from the river bank, probably back frimthe 
range of our shell. This mornincr we heard 
heavy firing in the direction of New Madrid. 
We also saw the smote of steamboats, aod from 
th 5 s wo infer that Commodore Hoi ins has been 
attempting to force the blockade with his fleet of 
rebel gunboats. 

Tho programme for to day is to fire slowly, 
with tho only object of preventing the rebel? f.om 
repairing the damage of yesterday. MACK.

There 
has been do impressment of Union citizens into 
the Confederate service to anv extent, except for 
guard duty, nntil since tbe fafl of Fort Donolsor. 

Harris's proclamation, imprevraoDts 
hive bten general. Hundreds aro pickei up in 
the street*, ai d taken f om s*.ore3 and dwelling*, 
and marched off to camp to receive instruction ut 
the point of ihe bayonet. 1 he fljating batter}’ is 
so constructed an to be sunk to the water’s edge, 
leaving nothing but the armament, which contrite 
of nine Dahlgrrn guns, which were built for the 
protection of Memphis. It ha3 been sent to Island 
No. jiO. Hollins's steam ram basals> been ssnt 
there. 

Union men aro leaving Memphis in great num- 
bers, leaving thoir property to be confiscated, and 
g’ad to escape with their fives. Qisrrels in the 
streets were of frequent occurrence between Union 
men and secessionists. Shots were hourly ex- 
changed. 

The rebels great!y needed iron there, and of- 
fered $25,000 io any erlizxn who would ai cover 
the process of making maleable iron. Ammuni- 
tion was plonty. The manufacturers wore work- 
ing day and night iu the vicinity of Memphis. 

There are no mail facilities except alopg the 
railroad routes. Letters and papers wore carried 
from town to town bv private enterprise. 

Another correspondent telegraphs that ho left 
Island No. 10 yesterday noon. The tiring was 
only moderate from the’Bonton and Mound City, 
at intervals of 15 minutes each, the object being 
to reduce the upper battery. Five guns were 
dismounted and two were left, from which occa- 
sional heavy shots wero fired. St mo of them 
camo very near our boats. 

Tho woiks, both on the mainland and the 
island are fur more extensive than is generally 
supposed. Thore are, at least, 80 guns, many of 
them of the largost rize, soveral of them are 
rill jd, and, 20,000 Ircops. I saw 19 regiments on 
drers psrade on the mainland. Tleir quarters 
outreach our mortars. 

The Islaril is pretty well covered with tents, 
but our rhells rtach all parts of the Island and 
works. 

It is evident that all the rebel batteries have 
bomb-proof casemates, as men can be seen to dis- 
appear when shells fall into their batteries. 

A3 soon as tbe uppor fort is reduced, tie gun- 
boats will advance to tin others in detail. 

On Tuesday night tho Mound City kept up a 
steady tire on the uppor fort, preventing the reb- 
els from making their usual night repairs. Tbe 
result was, that early in the morning they com- 
menced removing the dead and wounded from the 
casements of tho fort. Large numbers were car- 
ried out and taken back into the woedj. 

On Monday nine hundred shot were tired from 
the gunboat-*, mostly shell, bt sides three hundred 
shell from the mortars. Ou Tuesday Com. Foote 
directed the fuses to be wet, with the view to de- 
stroy the works and d’smouut the guns. Tbe re- 
sult was ratrifactoiy. As yet we have had but 
one man killed by the enemy.

A policeman who stood at the corner of 
Madison an I Canal s’reets, is certain that the 
lightning set the building on fire, as the flainoi 
burst through the ronf immediately after the flish 
and the report, which almost stunned him. Giber 
evidences, are not wanting to show that tho tire 
could not have originated in any other manner. 

Cr plain II. J. Spaulding, Dapot-maHtor, wide- 
ly known and respected by everybody, was 
asleep in the building when the fire broke out. 
Ho awoke, and immediately commoccod securing 
the rffice effects, in which endeavor he came 
near forfeiting his life. A current of air ruddeu- 
ly drove the door shut, and tbe smoke so bewil 
dt-red him that lie could not fiDd it. lie groped 
about in vain endeavors to reach the door, until 
at list he sank to the ll ;or, overpowerod and suf- 
focaGd He felt that liis time hud come, and 
was rapidly becoming insensible to bri condition, 
when a strong baud grasped hi* cjliar and 
dragged him out in the rain, w’horo ho soon re- 
vived. A watchman, happening to open the 
door, raw Capt. Spaulding stretched upon the 
floor. His escape was truly miraculous. The 
fire had already reached him, burning his neck 
aud shoulders severe lv. His head ri much swol- 
len this morning and Lis situation is considered 
precarious. 

Tho loss by tho fire is very small. The build- 
ing was a temporary wooden one, moved up an the 
ground sometime ago, to serve until the new 
Union Depot, contemplated to bo erected next 
summer, should be completed. 

The money and tickets are safe, and iho loss 
upon (ffice effects is uot very great. Another 
tomporary building will be immediately erected to 
meet tho demands of the travelling public.

Four More “Monitors Mr. Fox, tho As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, i6 in New York, 
and the Journal of Commerce is informed that 
among the objects of his visit is the immediate 
construction of four fl ating batteries exactly, or 
nearly, like the Monitor, and that the preliminary 
arrangements to that end have bsen made with 
Captain Ericsson. The batteries are to be bnilt 
with all possib e dispatch. No better illustration 
can be given of tho remarkable inventive genius 
of Captain Eric son than the fact that, after the 
severe and complete test to w hich bis battery has 
beon auljicted, ooly one improvement, and that 
a trilling one, can be pointed out. It is tbe eub- 
stilutiou cf a cylindrical, instead of a square form 
in the little pilot-house. In the engagement at 
Hampton Koad3, tho only injury sustained by tho 
the Monitor was the slight springing of one of the 
“logs” in tbri square pilot bouse. Had the shape 
of the house been round, like that of the turret, 
it is supposed that the balls would have glanced 
from the former — harmlessly as from the latter. 
Tbri change will, therefore, be made in tbe Moni- 
tor, if it has not boon already made, and will be 
introduced in the models of Ihe four new batteries. 
Another alteration cf doubtful expediency has 
been suggested, viz: the tram fer of the pilot- house 
from its place about a rod from the tuiret to the 
top of the turret, givirg to that “Yankee cheeoe- 
box” the appearance of a telescope with one joint 
drawn out. Tbo only obvious advantage in this 
change is the elevation of the lockout to a higher 
range of vision.

Tub Stay Law. — The act passed by the Legis- 
lature at its late session extends the return day 
of executions upon all replevin bonds until the 
first Monday in February next. This bill, in 
connection with ono limiting the courts to two 
terms a year was regarded as a safe system of 
relief, but we observe that the latter bill, so far 
as it relates to Jsfferson county, was repealed. 
The act by which we are now regulated is as 
folio wt: 

See. 1. That all executions issued on replevin 
bends, or bonds having the force and effect of 
replevin bonds, executed after the passage of this 
act, and prior to the 1st Monday in January, 
1863, shall be made returnable to the 1st Monday 
ia February. 1863. 

Sec. 2. That when replevin bonds, cr bonds 
having the force and effect of replevin bondp, 
have heretofore been executed, and execution has 
not boen tffkra out on the same, and the sureties 
ia said bond shall, by their indorsement thereon, 
in writing, consent to tho extension of the time 
for the return of the execution which mav issue 
on said bond, tho execution which shall issue 
thereon shall be made returnable as directed in 
the first section. 

Fe:. 3. That where executions have teen is- 
sued on replevin bend, or bonds haviog tho force 
and effect of replevin bonds, and the surety shall, 
by his irdorsement, in writing, consent thereto, 
tbe execution shall be returned to the office from 
which it issued, and a new one shell be is«u:d, 
made returnable as directed in tbe first section of 
this act; Provided, That any and all liens acd 
levies that may exist at the return of the exe- 
cution, ‘hall remain and continuo in favor of tbe 
plaintiff ou tho subsequent executions that may 
isme 4hereor; and said liens shall be indorsed on 
the first execution by the sheriff, and copied by 
the clerk on the second execution that may is- 
sue.

LOUISVILLE JOURNAL 

Mciilatio:* of OCR Dead —The Washington 
letter writer of the Sew York World is a gentle 
man cf talent and cultnre, who writes with care, 
and whose statement of facta may be depended 
upon. The following is an extract from one of 
his letters written at Manassas: 

Mrs. Butler, whose husband owns the farm 
house shelled by Ayres' guns, took me into the 
attio where our 12 pounder wont through, and 
talked with me a long while about the events 
sub equent to the battle of the 18th. Her sympa- 
thise aro on tho rebel side, and so I cannot disbe- 
lieve her frightful and sickening narrative of the 
atrocities of the victors. Nineteen of our men were 
buried near her bouse. But in a few weeks every 
corpse had been dug np, the flesh boiled or hacked 
from the bones, and the latter distributed as tno- 
meotoes of Southern conquest and barbarism. 
Tne stench angendsred by this monstrout pro- 
cess was so horrible Ihat the family bad to 
leavo the place, and much gicknew endued among 
tbe troop*. Mr. Butler continued the statement 
of hit* wife. There id no doubt of its truth. 
Among the atuff laft behind at the camp3, joint* 
of bonun verttbne and human skulls acraped and 
polifhed, have been found to-day. Mrs. Butler 
told me that on the night of the 20th a mounted 
Federal courier came within their lines and atked 
for (ien. McDowell's headqutrten. Ashe put the 
nesiion he saw the Palmetto in the hat of Iht 
uth Carolina Guard, aud pnt spurs to bis horse, 
but was shot and killed. Despatches in cipher 
were found on his person. Ho was buried, but 
dug up wUhin a week, the flesh boiled from bi a 
bones, and the latter exhibited as emblems of “an 
invader’s fate," 

This solves the mystery concerning the fate of 
a courier missing, and never heinl of liace the 
evening named. 

Baltur ore correspondent of the New York 
Herald, under date of March 16, writes as follows 
to that paper: 

I have bwn put In poasestion to day of the fol- 
lowing additional facts in regard to the present 
posh ion and probable movements of the late rebel 
army of the Potomac. If true, as 1 have every 
reason to believe, they show that tha'. army, 
nearly 175,000 strong, has been withdrawn to a 
line that era be defended, for two weeks at least, 
with half i s force, while the o her half is to be 
nsed for active and immediate offensive opera- 
tions. It ia stated here, on good authority, that 
a week before the evacuation proper had corn- 
mere d, General Joseph E Johnson had detached 

25.000 of his best troops by railroad to Suffolk and 
Weldon, in order to co-operate with another rebel 
army, near tho Lat er place, in an attack on Gen- 
eral Burnsid-, and that after the eracuaiion, and 
after seeing bis troops in the proper position on 
the new ce r ea c ivo lire. General Johnson went 
down to Weldon to take command of this 
movement, leaving the command of the army 
on the Rapidan to General Gustavm W. Smith. 
It is also said her*, that, while the Merrimac is 
the largest, she is by no mean, the only vessel of 
tho kind, or the moat effectivo one, that tbs Con- 
federates bav^; that they have no less than eight 
of th^se Impenetrable ?ea- monsters nearly r=ady, 
•ad thit in a few diya they will sail in company, 
and inflict a blow upon the North which wiii en- 
tirely change the present aspect of the war. It 
Is asserted positively that tho Merrimac h not at 
all ir-jured, but that she is being fitted with addi- 
tional apparatus, which wi‘1 enable her to carry 
off the Meritor as a prize. 

In spite cf all that has been said to the con- 
trary, the Confederates aro amply able to main- 
tain thoir second line of defense along ihe Rappa- 
hannock and Rapid&n rivers against the advance 
of the Union army. Jhoy hive 100,000 troops 
distributed along this line, as follows; 5,000 at 
the upper ford of the Rapid *n, where the road 
from Fort Royal and Mun.risaa Gap to the town 
of Orange (thr< ugh Madison), crosses that stream; 

20.000 at the Junction of tbesrme stream with 
the Orange and Alexandria Railroad, and at the 
second ford, immediately below; 5,000 at the 
town of Orange; 5,000 at Gordonsville; 10,000 at 
a p'int on the Rapidan, aeven miles northeast cf 
the railroad bridge, at the junction ju*t named, 
where tne road from Warrenton to Lcu:s (through 
Culpepper), crosses the stream on a woedon 
bridge; 5,000 at Germania, where the road from 
Rappahannock to Bowling Green crosses the U*pi- 
dat; 5.000 at Ely’s Ford, four miles from the 
mouth of the north brer.ch of the Rappahannock; 

5.000 at Falmouth; 20,000 ut Fredorickburp; 10,- 

000 in front of Newport, ard 10,000 at Fort 
Royal. All thee© compose part of the late army 
of the Potomac. 

Tho priacipal fartidcatione along the rivers are 
at the points named above. The most extendi vo 
are tho*© at Frederick ; barg. On these works the 
labor of a thousand blacks and live thousand eol- 
diers was expended from the middlo of May till 
the 2fith of July last. They are now mounted 
with part of the guns brought from the Potomac 
river bat toriee, and it is s.tid that the gunners are 
sheltered by casemates. The right hark of the 
river, between Fredericksburg and Port Royal, 
consists of high blcffs, averaging from 15 to 30 
feet h'gbj and for the most part with nearly pre- 
cipitous eiies The river is 500 or 6 0 feet wide, and 
sixteen or twenty feet deep. It ie, therefore, not 
to be supposed that the Union army could cross 
between ih >88 two points, particularly as tho en- 
gineers of the rebel army have crowned these 
bluffs with several strong batteries. For miles 
aronnd Bowling Grace, too, and betwten that 
place and Fort Rayai, the nature of tho ground is 
such (being filled with deep swampB and moral pis) 
that no army could move there. Higher np the 
river, between Germania and Fredericksburg, 
there is a series cf deep raviuo!*, running at right 
angles with the stream, the intervening ridges be- 
ing covered with st unted pines. Among ( r along 
these ravluee urrillury canuot oporato, and with- 
out artillery the Uni >n army cannot move. From 
Germania to th* head-waters cf the R.pidan, and 
for a distance of from three to five miles south of 
the stream, the country h an exact counterpart 
of that just southwest of Washington, namely, 
ranp.eo of high hills, thickly woeded, and with ra- 
vines or passes between. 

The natural deftness of the floe above indicated 
have been improved to the utmost by the rebel 
Generals, who, for months past, have contempla- 
ted the moment when they would be compelled to 
abandon Mlidass&s. 

FOREIGN ITEMS. 

[From the New York Poet.] 

The Brazilian Ambassador to Switzsrland re- 
cently gave a ball at Berne, which was unpleas- 
antly Interrupted by an attempt on the part of an 
irritated servant to mnrder the host. The would- 
be RBsa'sin was imprisoned one day, and then re- 
leased at the request of the embassy. 

An eccentric old literary veteran, Ignatius Cas- 
tilii by name, has Just died iu Vienna. He wrote 
the following epitaph for himself; “Hero lies a 
man who was over devoted to art and honor; he 
was not of much importance when alive, and 
now he ij nothing at all ” He had a mar ii for 
collecting snuff-boxes, and his left no fower than 
1,800. 

Two Americans lately got into trouble at Rome 
for forgetriag to take off their hats when the 
Host was carriod bv in procession. 

Pius IX is at this moment cauriog a sepulchre 
to be built in the Church of Santa Maria Mag- 
giore, similar to those which exist in the churches 
of St. Peter and St. John de Latoran, it being, 
it is sard, his iatention to be intern d there hiai- 
eelf. Ir is in the church of Santa Maria that the 
Popes Piu* V. Sixtua V, and Clomant VIII are 
interred. That church froems the ruo3t fit to be 
the tomb of that Pontiff who proclaimed the d >c- 
trlne of the Immaculate Conception of the Holy 
Virgin. 

The swans at the JaaJia d’ Acclimatisation, 
Paris, are now the principal attrac'ions of the 
p’ace. There is the domestic swan with red beak 
and white body; the wild swan with black and 
yellow beak, from the rorth of Europe; the black- 
necked swan, from South America; and the black 
sw.n, from Australia. Broods cf the latter are 
prodigious favorites there, and tho visitors to the 
Jirdins d’Acclimatiaation pet them greatly, be- 
c use of the striking effect cf their very rear let 
bills acd very black bodies. The firstt of the 
E .ociae that were brought to Franco were presented 

1 > t^ie Empress Josephine, who sent them to M*l- 
MatflOD previous to her divorce; and those are 
t eir deMcendaots, which uow rival In popular; y 
the white swans in the Jardin d’Acclimari atian. 

The Great Ea:torn has met with enother accl 
dent. On the 18th, while they weie placing her 
on the gridiron at Milford, a boat bvRnging to 
ihe Brithh 6hip Blenheim got entargled with 
tha ecrew Just at the time it was set in motion, 
and was cut in two. One man was killed, ana 
eeveral others severely injured. There were 
twenty- two men ia the boat at the time of the 
accident. 

From India wo learn that Prince Kumrcodin, 
of the house of Mysore, grandson of Prmce Gho- 
lara Mahomed, and third in doccent from the 
famous Tippx) Sultan, has been fonnd guilty of 
an attempted fraud on the Bank of Bengal, in 
trying to pass oft’ a ten-rupoe note which he had 
defaced as a note for one thousard rupees, and has 
been sentenced to eev^n years’ imprisonment, 
with labor, in Alipore jiil. 

The Warrior cost £354,885, as follows: the 
bell, £251,646: tte engines. £71,875; masts and 
rigging, £18,686; end fittings and alteration*. 
£12,828. Total, £354,885. 

The Marquis de Boissy, the latest sensation 
speaker in the French Chamber*, lately com- 
plained that the money ejjent in the Dalian war 
would have enabled the Emperor to take London, 
and was nothing abashed when the President 
told him that tho Moniteur would record the 
unanimous laughter provoke*:! by hia eccentric 
sallies. He afterwards accused the English gov- 
ernment of practising torture in India. He has 
also insinuated that Priroe Napoleon is a pretend- 
er to the throne, and intends to subvert his little 
cousin. 

The Emperor Nap>I«cn seems to have placed no 
limit upon hia desire to ornament and beautify 
the c icy of Paris. He has recently given com- 
missions to the 6cniptora of Fiance for status* of 
celebrated Frenchmen, which are to be placoo on 
either side of the banks of the Seine, commencing 
near the Champ de Man. This procession wiil 
include civilians only, euch as Fenelon, Mon *8- 
ouieu, Pradier. Arago, and many others. Not 
an epaulette will be erected. 

Denmark, it is- rumored, will join Austria aud 
the secondary German states fa the ccali ion 
against Prussia. 

The National Committee have issued tvu address 
to the Roman people, urgiug them to aberetiou. 
The nation, it says, ought to prepare for events, 
showing to Europe a firm desire to eepara • the 
temporal from the spiritual, but also respect to- 
wards the Pontiff and th* ministers of rtligion. 
The “demonstrations” at Rome continue; but 
there i« no prospfcl of an early solution ’of the 
Vixcd “Roman Question.” 

Excavations are proceeding actively at Pompeii 
at Herculaneum, at Pozzeroli and Capua, the 
Italian government having appropriated a large 
Bum for the purpose. At the former place some 
new frercoes have been disclosed and an inscrip- 
tion consisting of the word? "OUoeis Hie Locus 
non Let. Discede Aforator.” At Herculaneum 
have been discovered two liens in marble in the 
Greek style, and other objects. The excavations 
here will be carried on on eg extensive scale.

Thouulrs Brew ixo is Eunors. — Nothing 
but the huge insurrection existing in this country 
could have diverted public attention from an et- 
ger inspection of the S.ate of Europe at tbb mo- 
ment. Though the volcano can scarcely be said 
to have broken anywhe'e, i s rumblings a^e 
board on every' part of tho continent, 3nd in 
Greece it has begun to pour forth its flood of fiery 
lava. It is some days since w r e expressed a sus- 
picion that tho telegrams which announced ti e 
suppression of the outbreak at N auplia had boea 
mae to order at Vbaaa or Muaich. Late des- 
patches have confirmed tbat impression. They 
freorn to render probable the t-x pulsion of King 
O.ho, who has h mg like a dead weight upon the 
shoulders of a people naturally quick, intelligent, 
ar d excitablo, Lu 7 . lacking the steady persever- 
ance and industrious habits of more northern 
races. The revolutionists, it is alleged, aim at a 
national policy which 6hali look toward recog- 
nizing a Groek state oa the rains of European 
Turkay. This report is also very qneekionablo, 
considering that a like disposition on tho part of 
the Court, during tho Crimean war, almost 
brought Greece in'o collision with the allied 
powers. It relates rather, we suppose, to tbo 
succession, King O.ho having no children, ard a 
second Gentian potentate being held in reserve on 
tho occasion of hb demise This tho poople cf 
tbat country' seem determined 10 prevent, if pos- 
sible. 

Russia is at this timn deeply agitated by the 
nobility', who have been exercising that right 
wnicb tney ro'ely enjoy — to assemble together 
publicly and make known tbeir grievances m the 
Czar. At Moscow they have laid down a “pla - 
form,” if ihe udoption of a petition can be termed 
such, declaring that thoy wish no longer to form 
a p i /ileged da*’, and that land -owners generally', 
as veil a.s merchants aud oven peasant*, t-hould t>e 
consulted as to tbo wants of the country. They 
inform the Czar that the empire is on the verge 
of an immodiate catastrophe, from which nothing 
can save it, except the immediate introduction of 
a scitable representative system, such aa will con- 
vert tho goverr. men t into a const itutinnal mon- 
archy. The journal* have b*en obliged to main- 
tain an utter silence on tbb great movement, but 
there is no reason to doubt that the nobility, now 
deprived of their serf*, propose to tarn the tabl'd 
upon Alexander by demanding a constitution acd 
the overthrow of the despotic system of govern- 
ment. 

The old b>re between Prussia aacT Austria 
threatens every little while to break out afresh, 
notwithstanding the numerous attompts to salve 
it over. In the present ca;e the disturbance is 
occasioned by the potty State of Hestie Cassel, 
who e Elector is a tool of the Emperor. The 
Prussian government is accusing Austria of 
making inroads in Northern Germany by seducing 
the Prince* from the Prnssian Alliance to that of 
Austria. The course of events would seem to be 
tro strong for the well-known conservatism of 
King William, and he or bis immediate successor 
mav yet find it necessary to imitate the example 
of Victor Emmauusl in' Italy. By the way', the 
Court of Berlin is about rtcjgniz : nrr the new 
kingdom of Italy as a compliment to Vienna. It 
is supposed thafthe Czar of Rassia will shortly 
do ths same. 

A correspondent of the London Star relatos the 
particulars of a visit to Garibaldi on bis islaod 
homo. The liberator is iu the orjayment of good 
he&Rb, and parses much of his time in superin- 
tending his plantation, bis buildings. &c. In 
spi'e of the well-known fact that. Garibalui c-ares 
nothing for “creature comforts, ” half the world 
i- siat. upon being his purveyors. From Malaga, 
from Cad ; z, poople beg the favor of his accepting 
consignments of wine; a Bordeaux merchant 
sards him, with many apologies for intrusion, ruin 
and brandy; from Naples and Sicily confections 
and fruit ar* eho vered upon him; from Arne ic* 
sugars and coffees arrive; from KrgUnd all man- 
nerof woollen and cotton manufacture* are cent 
in for the use of himsolf aDd his household. 

But it is *aid that he his bat much of that 
serenity cf lo-'k lhat be used to have. His rair.d 
f* d sturbed bv doubt and indecision. For though 
be b.riiovea the time for action has come, tbo dif- 
ficulty is where to act and what to do. All the 
struggling populations of Europe look up to hi n 
as their leader and guide. O :e word from Lira 
would throw the continent into fearful convul- 
sions and save or ruia Italy. This conviction 
has made him cautious, and all be doe3 is to re- 
commend hi* admirers to keop themselves always 
ready. He ha* rejected several plans of opera- 
tions specie uriv and influentially presented fjr 
his support. He is said to leva France as he does 
Italy, but continues to regard the Eooperor as a 
dangerous enemy. 

He does not hope much from the Ricasoli Ad- 
ministration, or even from its successor; and the 
Minister beams to eDtertain no great regard for 
him. While loving King Victor Emmanuel, be 
hold3 no diroct relations with tbat Prirce, in or- 
der that nei har party may be compromise*! in 
any fu f ure movement*. Tho general result of hi* 
observation iu thus snnr.nvd up: “Garibaldi will 
not b* the first to fret a movement on foct. But 
he will seize anv actual opportunity which may 
present i'self. On Ihe other hand, the Italian 
government is determined to prevent any cutn- 
promir.iog movement, ard I think would even go 
so far as to restrain Garibaldi if be were to at- 
tempt any sudden step. This is the position of 
things for the monnnt. But between this and 
April, what may not happen?”

Heavy Testis. — T he floors of the British In- 
ternational Exhibtion building have b<*u sub- 
jected to a scries of tests. At first a large body 
of men, about four hundred in number, were 
closely packed upon a space of twenty-five 
feet, on one lay of fl>oring; they wtre then 
moved iu step, and afterward made to run ever 
the different galleries and down each stasrease; at 
the same time the deflection* of tho girders car- 
rying tboie floors were carefully noted at several 
place*, and in each ci9e the dftbetions were very 
nearly the same, thus exhibiting r. remarkable 
uniformity in construction. Tho cast iron gvd- 
cre, with twonty- five feet bearing*, dcflicied 
only one- eighth of au irch at the centre, and the 
timber- trussed beam3 of the same bearing, plac’d 
between these girders, deflected balf an inch at 
the centre. In every instance the girders and 
trusses ricoverei their original poziti >n immedi- 
ately' on the removal of tho load. 

Later from Hayti . — Accounts from Port au 
Prince to February 23d state that the late earth- 
quake at Port au Prince, though rather severe, 
caused no damage of importance. During the 
past few years quite a number of shock a have be^n 
experienced upon the Island. All cf tho person* 
convicted cf a conspiracy to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment will escape capital punishment, except 
M. Logrowe, late Minister of Agriculture. 

Supply of AvimunHion . — It is stated that the 
supply of cartridges for the United Bute* at the 
Watertown (MaiiS ) ar^enul is largtly in advance 
cf the demand, and that in consequence about 
one hundred of the operatives have boon dis- 
charged, while others are only employed for a 
portion of the week. At Chicopee and Spring- 
field, also, there has bseu a reduction of persons 
employed from a similar cause.
